who have mads personal inquiries, but 
perhaps others who will be interested, 


A residence of six months in Spokane 


Falla has given me some chance to famil- 
iarize myself with the reasons for her 
existence and future development, although 
that time commenced only a month after 
the big fire, and embraced in its limits the 
hardest and longest Winter ever known 
here. Firut of all aira the f alia, Which are 
capable of furnishing one third more power 
than the falls of. St. Anthony, at Minne-, 
apolis, and possess the gTeat advantage ol 
never freezing in the coldest weather. I 
noticed the liver particularly daring the 
week of our coldest weather this Winter, 
and when the thermometer hadjkept below 
zero for several days there was no ice on 
the river, and no perceptible anchor ice or 
float in the stream. People who have to 
contend witlTthis iraisanee can best appre- 
ciate the advantage of its absence. 
There 


are many mills and factories now in oper- 
ation, but the numerous islands in the 
river at tha falls afford sites for almost 
unlimited users of power. The largest 
lumber mill was recently sold to the Bank 
of London for $500,000. 
The principal 


owner was E. J. Briokell, formerly of 
Truckse. A company exists which fur- 
nishes mill sites, including already devel- 
oped power, for rent, and also has build- 
ings and roomg suitable for small industries 
for rent with power, from five horse power 
toward. 
The Electric Light Company 


aloo famish 
electric motors, 
available 


where small power is wanted, serviceable 
at all times and at a reasonable price. As 
to railroads it is hard to keep track of 
them, bat there are eight roads now here, 
including two transcontinental lines. The 
Great Northern will be here thia season, 
that making three trunk lines; and a short 
addition to the Spokane & Northern will 
open communication by rail and boat with 
Bevelstoke on tha Canadian Pacific, thus 
enabling that company to bid for eastern 
freight business. 


The principal mining districts are on the 


north and east of this city, while the agri- 
cultural lands are south and west. There 
is plenty of fine timber in every direction. 
The mines, with the exception of a few in 
the Caeur d'Alenes, are mostly undevel- 
oped, tne country being new and suffering 
from the lack of railroads and capital. 
These objections are being rapidly over- 
come and my experience with the ores I 
have examined leads me to believe that 
there will be a rich end lasting mining 
country in eastern Washington and north- 
ern Idaho, all necessarily tributary to this 
city. The ores are diversified but silver- 
lead predominates, and I have no doubt 
but that extensive smelters will be in oper- 
ation in Spokane Falls within a very few 
years. 


The climate in Summer is similar to that 


of Eeno, but with more moisture in the 
air. In Fall and Winter there is a much 
greater precipitation and, if this season has 
been any criterion, much more cloudiness 
and fog. For two months the sun was 
only visible at long intervals. 


The city itself is spread ont over ijnite 


an area, which for natural beauty and 
attractiveness I have never seen equalled. 
The falls are always beautiful, the river 
banks both above and below are pictar- 
eaqne, and the general contour of the site 
is admirably fitted by nature for the loca- 
tion of a city and that without limit as to 
size. 
Numerous grand old pines take 


away that appearance oi barrenness so 
apt to be found in a city of such rapid 
growth, and among them are to be seen 
the palatial houses of wealth as well as the 
thrifty cottages of the laborer. 
A neat, 


medium cost honsa can be built here much 
cheaper than in Nevada, because of the 
cheapness of lumber, the large amount oE 
mill work and closer figuring between con- 
tractors, but when you ask the price of a 
plot of ground to set it on you may well 
prepare yourself to ba astonished. How- 
ever, if yon circulate around you are liable 
to loose the conservatism born of long resi- 
dence in a slow country, and catch the 
infection yourself. People say there is no 
boom here in real estate; that values are at 
a legitimate standard; bat while this may 
bo so in regard to central business prop- 
erty, it seems to me that oatiide residence 
property is held at a figure far in excess of 
its real value. I said "held," but that is 
wrong. It is moving in a way that makes 
one's head swim; doubling up in value in 
incredibly short intervals, and making the 
lucky investor correspondingly happy. 
There are town lots staked, and on the 
market, enough to furnish homes for 250,- 
000 people, and every day I hear of some 
new "addition." 
Such a state of affairs 


must surely end, but "the end is not yet," 
and if any of you are prophets enough to 
tell just when it is coming yon can make 
your pile here. The solidity ot Spokane's 
resources preclude the possibility of any 
such B downfall as Los Angeles had, and 
the faith of the financiers, as exhibited in 
the noble buildings now'completed and 
under contract, is contagious and makes 
as feel sure that when the break comes it 
will not be a calamity but only a temporary 
lull in the wonderful progress toward the 
greatness in store for us. 


What with uncompleted building), piles 


of building materials and the laying of car 
tracks, the streets of the business part of 
the city are in a stata of chaos. Many 
teats ara still occupied, but they, must 


come down thia Spring and 'their places 
will, before the season is closed, be filled 
with substantial brick and granite bloeke.

becomes a "thin and slimy uind (with a 
solid foundation) at tup call of every ridn. 
While ttiis does not interfere math wilh 
hauling, it makes pedestrianism intolerably 
nasty in -the damp weather. Tiiis is one 
of the results of rapid growth, and will no 
doubt be remedied in the cear fntnie by a 
substantial pavement. The water supply 
is furnished from the river by mearjsof the 
Holly system of pumping direct into mains, 
and is tinder control of the oily. As the 
laying of mains is slow work a large part of 
the residence portion is supplied by carts 
which haul the water to,your door for 20 
cents per barrel. As to the parity of the 
water there is some qnestion. I have made 
no chemical examination of it as yet, but I 
see no reason why it should not be about 
the averaga oily water supply, while per- 
haps not quite above suspicion. 


We hear blasting from morning till night. 


The streets are being graded in all direc- 
tions, and property owners are clearing 
away numerous basaltic butteson the north 
eide of the river. The city government is 
not just -what it shunld be, but the city 
election takes place ii April, when there 
will be some changes. The present council 
presents the spectacle of having two mem- 
bers under indictment for misappropri- 
ating the supplies sent in for the relief of 
the fire sufferers. 
Thia trivial matter, 


however, presents no apparent obstacle to 
their continued exercise of their powers as 
managers of the city's business. 


The banks are eight in number and I 


bear of three more to be opened in 
the near future. 
Just at present money is 


in great demand and the outside shylocks 
are getting all sorts of interest on short 
loans. Values are firm on improved real 
estate at present prices, and liberal loans 
are made on this security when money is 
to be had. 


In the line of newspapers the field is 


well filled. Two morning and two even- 
ing papers, besides several weekly, monthly 
and sami-occasioual sheets keep ua posted 
on current events. Head and shoulders 
above them all is the Rsview, which 
comes nearer my ideal of a perfect repre- 
sentative newspaper than any I have ever 
seen. It issues twelve pages nearly every 
day and from 16 to 20 on Sunday; is lib- 
erally patronized by advertisers; has ex- 
tensive telegraphic news and is remarkably 
enterprising in regard to local news. 


But of greater consequence is the welfare 


of the city. It is, as far as I am able to 
judge, perfectly fearless in its attitude 
against 
all abuses and wrongs, never 


afraid to champion the weaker or more un- 
popular cause, and pretty sure to be found 
on the bright Bide of every question. 


O wing largely to its efforts gambling in 


this city has been suppressed, and a small 
army of "sure-thing" gamblers and potty 
thieves driven from tha city. 


The police and fire service is excellent 


and constantly improving. 
Ten street 


railways, existing and projected, wonld 
furnish transportation for San Fiancisco. 
It is almost a sublime sight, to which vre 
are treated every 15 minutes during the 
day; that of a beautiful electric or cable 
uar, gliding smoothly along its level road- 
bed, through one of the main streets and 
ont some miles to and through "addi- 
tions" without a vestige of a house upon 
them, wfl put a nickel in the slot and tak- 
ing our seat in the plush upholstered car 
ride out, of a pleasant day, thankful to the 
munificence of the far-sighted suburban1 


property owner who has furnished us this 
means of cheap recreation. 


Business is good, but there is sharp com- 


petition in nearly all lines, making close 
prices. 
Living is cheap, rents are high 


and must come down. Many cottages aie 
being built on the rapid transit lines and 
one of four or five xooms can be rented for 
about $29 per month. 
Carpenters g.t 


$3^50 par day of nine hours, and other me- 
chanics in proportion; laborers get $1 75 
to $2 50. A thirty-foot share in the busi- 
ness centre rents for about $300 per month 
—more or less, according to location, end 
they are rented far ahead of their construc- 
tion, in the more favored localities. 


There are, in the surrounding country, 


many lively towns in which there ore bet- 
ter business opportunities to-day for small 
capital and active brains, than in this city, 
and the advent of the new railroads will 
create more of them. There is lots of 
room in the great new State of Washington 
and there will be wonderful development 
in the next few years, but I cannot advise 
anyone to come unless they have enough 
money to assure them a living until they 
"oatoh on," or to pay expenses back if the 
situation does not please them. 
Of'course 


you will miss your pretty home with the 
elm trees in front and currant bushes in 
the door yard; you will often wish to see 
the dear old faces of your time-tried friends; 
you will pine for the gentle Washoe zephyr 
with its accompaniment of cobblestones and 
house roofs, for you will not find them 
here.
